WASHINGTON <CPS) New 
legislation which makes it 
poadble for a student td borrow 
money for educational expenses 
from his school — regardless of 
his state of residence — has gone 
into operation under the 
Guaranteed i Student Loan 
Program. ' - . 

The new type of loan is 
autborizild by recent 
amendments to Congress' Higher 
Education Act of 1965.'. ■ 

In moat states, before the 
amendments were enacted, loans 
to nop-resident students poulij 
not be inured. The amendments 
permit the' F^eral Government 
to inure loans made by a college 
to a student who, by reaun of 
his reddence, does not have 
access to a state or private loan 
inurance program. , 

The amendments, also open 
the -way' for wch organisations 
as ' commercial lending 
companies, Inurance companies 
and pension funds, to make 
federally inkured loans to 
.students. Many of. ..these 
organisations had beeiv willing to 
loan to students but had not 
been able to guaranM the k>an.t 
Students may, borrow up to 
$1500 a year to a maximum of 
$7500, inctading loans made for 
graduate study, Jlepayment 
begins after the student has left 
school, and may bis extended 
over a period of ftom five to ten 
years, with deferment while 
serving In the military.

There is still a possibility of 
niore demonstrations on '^campus before her 
term expires and a new president is elected. 
If she follows wisdpm instead of whim, 
trouble may be averted.

ONE DOESN’T HAVE TO BE of any 
particular political persuasion to observe 
that society today is becoming dangerously 
polarized. 

A basic cause of this phenomenon is the 
idea of “dropping out,’’-that is, if an 
organization doesn’t follow the policies an 
individual prefers, that he should quit. 

This is the easy way out. This is a means 
of saying, “I’m helpless, I can’t make an 
effort toward constructive change.” 

It takes a bit more courage to stay and 
fight, without publicity, and often without 
immediate success. This is the price of the 
man who seeks reform. 

President Elliott finds himself in this 
dilemma. Four students have demanded his 
resignation from two organizations-Buming 
Tree Country Qub and the University Club. 
The easiest thing for him to do would be to 
resign. This he has refused to do. Although

NOW THAT REVOLUTION 
b out of Htaon hare, H is 
perhaps time to critically 
analyze it and its impiications. 

Needless to. say, the 
resolution of which SOS and 
other militant left wing groups 
speak is strongly opposed by at 
least 180 million Americans 
who, in fact, will fight to repel 
any such insur^ncy. This was 
clearly shown in Chicago. 

Furthermore, despite the 
rhetoric about “polarization, 
alienation, and confrontation,” 
virtually none of the young 
revolutionaries truly advocates 
violent revolution, storming the 
White House, guillotining , 
Johnson and Ladybird. Virtually 
all abhor violence.

There are two primary 
problems in Atneriini today 
which can be alleviated 
somewhat through direct action. 
They are racism and Vietnam. 
Racism is something whichwhite 
students, almost by definition, 
should have no active part in 
unless called upon by blacks. 


Which leaves Vietnam— and 
no one logically can deny that 
the primary cause of ail student 
unrest on campus today is 
Vietnam. The correlatioo 
between the war and Its 
escalation and the hirth and 
growth of the Movement Is very 
real and direct. Viatnam has In 
fact bred the movement. 

Therefore . any pressure 
applied directly against our 
despicable involvement ! In 
Vietnam or against racism of any 
sort is well-taken, reasonable, 
and emotkMuilly satisfying. But 
the philosophical mumbling 
about restructuring a 
dehumanized sbeiety are absurd. 

When one is speaking about a

And 
one . cahnot change, even . by 
violent, televised confrontation 
what has been instilled into the 
ininds of people for so many 
years.

Analysis of Student Left^ 


‘Uni fed We Stand, Qivided We Mel f

IN THE PAST THREE 
INTERVIEWS, we have looked at a 
-.variety of shades of tbe student left at 
GW. We have heard .from an official 
niember and Imider of GW SDS, a vocal 
inember of BSU, and a, currently 
- unaffiliated radical, and eich of Ibem 
had a different perspective' on almost all 
the '.problems they examined or 
'attacked. 

, To look at them individually, Chris 
Folkemer spoke of the Ideal for the 
UniversHy (the community of scholars), 
supported Plato’s, stand on medicine, 
and identified the University with the 
society. So, many of his attacks on the. 
University wm actually attacks on 
society. ’The. University was anotl» cog 
. In the 'machine of the corimrate 
capitalist system: The University had 
become, prhnarily, a place at which the 
tinier cogs of the machine were 
manufactured. So accordmg to 
Folkemer, the University had beoome a 
factory and the transformation was 
qimptomatic of the major problem of 
today’s society— that is, dehumanization 
at the hands of the corporate capitalistic 
tyrants., , 

However, what Folkemer suggested 
' for the University was op the ideal ' 
plane. The' specific, concrete details of 
how to achieve those ideals in a world 
that is undoubtedly mechanistic, 
dehunainistic, and materialbtic, were 
lacking. That is not neoasaarily a fault. 
Before one can come up with plans, he 
must be committed to an hied or his 
plans will lack conviction and real 
substance. But, the plana mist 
eventually be made, and evidently, 
Folkemer has not reached that stage of 
developnieik as of yet. 


The first personal reaction I had to 
what' J. Timothy Ashanti said was a 
combined one of fright (which was 
undoubtedly part of hh alm-he 
succeeded) and sadness. The sadness 
comes, I think, ftom the realization that 
one pfiaon can contain so much hate 
and resentment and the further 
realization that the hate Snd resentment 
is very likely justified. It is dUHcult to 
adrtiK to one’s self that one’s race has 
bm guUty and is guilty of sustained 
injustice and cruelty to other- human 
beings. ' 

Once past the initial emotional 
reactions, however, one can draw some 
interesting condusioiis. First, fear b a 
tactic to Aahanti, and one which he is 
well adept at using. Obviously, the 
tactic is Immensely valuable, especially 
when one is dealing with people who 
are, for the most part, ignorant of black 
people. But another evident fact is that 
black people in general and black 
militants In specific have a leadership 
problem. The first thing that Ashanti 
mentioned “was tbe disclaimer of his 
being a leader. “I’m a member o^BSU 
and that’s all,” he said. He also said that 
there could be no Mack-white alllancea 
until thrire was black unity. The fact is 
that untiLthere is black uiMy, there can 
he nothing at all. Blacks, and 
particularly the militants, will face the 
tame proMems that , the old Student 
Board of Trustees faced, namely that, 
participatory democracieli work adth 
very small groups (probably no more 
than three or four). To be effective at a 
movement, the group must be baga,- and 
to effectively uae a large group there 
must be strong leadership. 

Wally Sherwood, who “the blacka on' 
this campus elected as their lesK^” 
according to Ashanti, doesn’t seem to 
fill the gap. Ashanti might, but he 


refuses to assume the role. That the 
leadership pcohlem Is reflective of the 
national scene Is also significant. Since 
the murders of Malcolm X and, to a 
latter extent (for the militantsL Dr. 
King, the Macks are hutting for a leader. 
Etdridge Cleaver might have filled the 
vacancy alto, but the government of 
California teemed determined to keep 
him from doing so. Tbeb apparent 
solution It one of small gucriUa band#, 
but evm these must Ml led. 

. The other n»tt apparent fact about 
Ashanti as an individual and perhaps the 
entire black movement, is that he is 
really not interested in the improvement 
of the UniversRy uan Institution. When 
k black miUtant has to make a demand 
of 150 new bladi students, which can 
become at token and metningleat a 
gesture at anything else, then the 
University It not their firri concern. 

Aahanti does not, as Folkemer aeenw 
to, see the UniversRy at capable of 
becoming a relevant and ideal 
instRutlon which could be inatramental 
in evaluating, ^iticizing and improving 
today. • Ashanti seems to tee the ' 
UniversRy at a place where the black ' 
man can learn to outwit the wMte man 
on his own territory, and at the same 
time help him to develop Ms hlack 
consdousnest. / 

Bruce SmHh R a puzzle. Mott of the 
time he talks modarataly about 
ptoMemt and solutions He is even 
tpedfle. He talks about changes in 
Curriculum and replacement of certain 
admlnisttatort for certain reasons. In 
fad, most of tbe tinw he seems just a 
bR too rational, a bR too specific, a bit 
too eomprehentlMs, tq> .be a radical 
Perbapa, this Is due to the 
dlaeDc^tment with local tadlcab that 
exists both inside and outside the 
radical ranks. Perhaps, he Mw mellowed 


with the constant' membarship on 
committees .and coniuRation with ' 
off Iclals-retudsnt faculty, and 
adminlitiiation. Perhapa (and most 
likely), he has realized that to appear 
mellowed is the best way to. get thirds 
accomplished'at GW. Heaver, -that is 
walking a very thin tightrope Indeed. If 
that is in fad what Smith "la doing, it 
will be interesting to see . how he 
manages R, 

, As to what Smith says about the 
Unlverrity, It does make aetiae. The idea 
for American Thought t ChrUlzation 
type seminars for freshmen is, I think, a 
tremendous Idea. To polirt out 
confradictions and expose lies, 
particularly in the administration (a 
plan wMch he sharea, incidentally, frith 
Ashanti), is a necessary tadk, especially 
at a University where firee-floatliy 
apathy, could easily overlook the lias 
and contradictions. “Keep them 
honest” has, unfortunately, too much 
significance here. 

Sonie militaristic forefather once 
said, “United we stand, divided we fad.” 
There are too many aspects of 
UniversRy change which take on the 
appearance of battlea. If this Is the case, 
then the left has to adopt itself to 
embrace some battle techniques. The 
blacks purport to have done this,. but 
their focus is not the University. The 
UniversRy may not be the uRimate 
focus of wMte radicals, but it is ite 
starting point, and the movemsrR may 
not move any further than that point U 
it doesn’t win tome battles there. And 
the first maxim of battles R the old 
'“United we stand” phraas, baaaiMe 
dhrldsd, they will eventually just maR 
away.

However, it functioned in 
reverse for the Dean as it often 
does for others. There is 
unmistakabie' evidence that 
surely the students, and not 
surprisingly the faculty do not 
support their Dean. Thus it is 
customary that a leader step 
down from his. post when, he has 
lost the Vote of, confidence 
because he no longer represents 
his constituency. Therefore, in' 
order^to inalnUin some vestige 
of self-respect,, common 
deceiKy, and concern for .the 
university, it is incumbent upon 
Dean Linton to relinquish his 
position to someone who can 
adequately represent the (acuity 
(and even the students) of the 
Columbilin College.
